Public Roads. The library will be 
for the use of engineers, econo­ 
mists and others interested in 
highway transportation and re­ 
lated questions, Mr. MacDonald 
said in making the announce­ 
ment. 
There are few such libraries, it 
, was pointed out, and the estab­ 
lishment of one in Washington 
will be useful to persons in the 
United States, and will also be of 
great value to visitors from Latin 
American and 
other countries 
who will have an opportunity of 
gaining access to the latest works 
on the various phases of highway 
transport. Not only books, 
but 
magazines, brochures and pam­ 
phlets will be available. 
A special 
feature of the 
li­ 
brary will be the Latin American 
section where books and maga­ 
zines in both Spanish and Port­ 
uguese will be a t the disposal of 
visitors from Centn 1 and South 
America. Work in building 
up 
this section of the library has 
been going on for some 
time 
preliminary to the actual organ­ 
ization of the library, it was an­ 
nounced, and thus this depart­ 
ment will be well organized from 
the start. 
As the United States member 
of the Pan American Confeder­ 
ation for Highway Education, t ne 
Highway Education Board long 
has been interested in the prog­ 
ress 
of 
highway 
construction 
and highway transport, in Latin 
America. 
During recent yea rs, 
much progress has been made in 
these lines of endeavor in the 
countries to the south, according

guage barrier. He drew upon his­ 
tory to show th a t most of the 
great wars from the beginning 
of time had been between people 
speaking different languages. 
Mr. Geraghty called attention 
to the fact th at we are happily 
situated in the new world with 
regard to the language barrier 
with one m ajor exception—B ra­ 
zil—and one or two minor excep­ 
tions. In the two Americas, 
he 
pointed out, English and Spanish 
are the predom inate language. 
Mr. G eraghty drew upon his 
Philippine experiences to 
tell 
of the Spanish language and as­ 
serted th a t it had been seriously 
proposed as 
an 
international 
language. He quoted authorities 
to the effect th a t it was the most 
difficult language of all the mod­ 
ern languages to learn. 
Mr. Geraghty recalled th a t the 
first chair of modern languages 
was instituted a t Harvard uni- 
vesity and the first head of the 
departm ent was Longfellow, who 
spent some time in Spain pre­ 
paring for the work. He was fol­ 
lowed by Lowell, the speaker 
said. 
in closing, Mr. G eraghty read 
an estim ate of the Spanish peo­ 
ple by an authority on the sub­ 
ject, showing th a t the Spanish 
were a greatly misunderstood 
people, and had m any wonder­ 
ful attributes even though they 
had been handicapped in devel­ 
opm ent by m any centuries of 
misgovernment.

Analysis of juvenile delinquency 
in Indianapolis for the year 1929 
shows highest rates in the "cen- 
sus tracts" of • the 
clowntown 


area, according to a-report made 
public here today by Prof. R. 
Clyde White, director of the 
Bureau of Social Research of In- 
diana University. 


Professor White divides the 


city ^nto 108 small homogeneous 
areas and shows the'distribution 
of 
juvenile 
delinquencies 


throughout these census tracts. 
His analysis also shows October 
last year had the highest num- 
ber of delinquencies. September 
came next. 


The survey was based on data 


of the Marion. County Juvenile 
Court, advice of court workers 
and studies made .by the bureau. 


Professor White explained that 


districts adjacent to 
present 


business blocks have old, run- 
down houses occupied by fami- 
lies who can afford to pay only 
the lowest possible rent. The 
families are larger than the 
average, he explains,- and the 
children must play in the streets 
and alleys, and around factories 
and railroads. This condition 
and the absence of adequate 
playgrounds make for juvenile 
delinquency.

characterizes 


delinquencies among boys, Pro- 
cessor "White's study shows. On 
the' other hand, girls do not en- 
gage in such gang escapades and

Mr. Geraghty drew upon his 


Philippine experiences to tell 
of the Spanish language and as- 
serted that it had been seriously 
proposed as an international 
language. He quoted authorities 
to the effect that it was the most 
difficult language of all the mod- 
ern languages to learn. 


Mr. Geraghty recalled-that the 


first chair of modern languages 
was instituted at Harvard uni- 
yesity and the first head of the 
department was Longfellow, .who 
spent some time in Spain pre- 
paring for the work. He was fol- 
lowed by Lowell, the speaker 
said. -

In closing, Mr. (Geraghty read 


an estimate of the Spanish peo- 
ple by an authority on the sub- 
ject, showing that the Spanish 
were a greatly misunderstood 
people, and had many wonder- 
ful attributes even though they 
had been handicapped hi devel- 
opment by many centuries of 
misgovernment.
